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My dear Kirby: 

'I am glad you troubled to write me regarding my draft experience. 

You ana I do not feel the same way about compulsion; it is in¬ 
teresting to me that Muste and I have similar views. 

I cannot accept the work camp idea for tvrc* reasons: (.1,1 It is 
tiie backwash of a military system which is unsound. To accept a 
backwash is to have some part in the total process of involuntary 
servitude. Of course, the moment a person accepts com pu 3. si on and 
acts according to its requirements, at that moment one’s actions 
are voluntary, ior which he is morally accountable. ( 2 ) I do not 
believe in compulsion even for so-called "good” purposes, for 
reasons of deep philosophy. I said in my initial affirmation that 
men cannot be compelled to be "good" or to do "good" and I am sure 
that in the process something precious is eroded in a man who is 
forced to do anything against his moral sense. Ox course, i-£ a. 
Government makes a recommendation and 4 parson does it, that is not 
compulsion. In the last analysis, there is no moral compulsion 
possible from the external world; it comes only from within. Outer 
pressures may make one take an option out of a wish to avoid "trouble, ’’ 
but the action is, from a moral viewpoint, that of the individual 
taking it. If compulsory slum clearance is required, then men have 
degenerated, or failed to attain, to the place where it doesn’t 
matter much. Volition is much better both for the men and for the 
results. In my ,view, you get yourself into a position of support¬ 
ing an unsavory means to accomplish a "good" end. 

I am writing an essay on the role of compulsion in society. I am 
advancing the idea that (l) volition is best; (?,) compulsion might 
be used, but only when it is integrative to personality; (?>) com¬ 
pulsion which heightens to the point where disintegration of person¬ 
ality begins promptly becomes violence. Ergo, it may be best for 
some men to go into full military service, since preventing it would- 
be definitely disintegrating. It might be best for some men to 
do non-combatant work, for personal killing to them would, be dis¬ 
integrating, as would, prevention of participating in a helpful capa¬ 
city somewhere in the machine. Is would be best for many to do 
civilian work, but bad for them to go to prison, .for they would lan¬ 
guish and feel badly frustrated. It’would be, with a few oi us, 
disintegrating to -be forced into labor camps, when we disbelieve in 
the principle. Some -1500 exemptions on that grounds have been made 
from"all service in England, you know. Conscience cannot be depart¬ 
mentalized. It must decide its own integration, or else laoral will 
dis solves. 

Your primary concern about piling up armament, -and your secondary in¬ 
terest in piling un manpower, I must forego. Property -piled up is 
useless unless it is driven into action by human energy, when human 
energy is impounded and consciences are violated, that is imsforal.

but property h&s no capacity for morality. It is unfortunate that 
tax money is spent so wastefully on the wrong property, but what 
is involved in man as a spirit is the only vital thing. 

As to taxation to support the war machine, I hope you have read 
Gregg on that. He is lucid and simple in severing it from human 
energy. If my Government takes money (a symbol) from me without 
my endorsement, it has that right since Government created property 
values and rightfully may administer them. .But my money is of no 
use for destruction unless it arouses in another human being a 
desire to have it, which he may have if he will produce certain 
other property (shells) . Furthermmre, the new property (shells) 
are harmless in themselves unless some desire is aroused in the 
heart of some other human to have property or ''honor” or satisfac¬ 
tion by pouring his energy into transferring that new property to 
another location, which may be in the body of a fellowman he never 
saw! before. The moral fault lies with the conscious moral choice 
or the God-made beings who used their energy for a given purpose. 

The place to stop war then is not by discussing it with property, 
but by persuading the men not to enchannel their energies in the 
wrong way. This, to me, makes a sound case spiritually, whereas 
the prime concern about armament tends to keep us focused on 
the physical material, implying that the material in itself is a 
worry. Armament is no worry until men fall into a philosophy which 
leads then to be activated by its presence. The heart of man — 
his moral will — is the only thing which can sin. 

Another angle of this is that the moment one gives up his chosen 
work and goes into another "chosen" work, he thereby concedes that 
the source of knowledge for worthy activity comes from Government or 
— morally — from another person's will. I reject that. I must 
be free to choase what I think is valuable in the world. Any oilier 
way is superficial. I'll make mistakes', but God surrounded men 
with no armor to protect them from the results of their own moral 
actions, except aligning our wills with His, and since this latter 
is only fragmentary with most of us, we pay the daily price of in¬ 
adequate living, but through error and faith we move slowly and 
confidently toward Abundant Living. 

I know, of course^ that correspondence is a feeble way to accomplish 
mutuality of thought.

Dear Kirby: 

As Armistace Day draws near, I thought that a note to 
you would be most fitting. It looks a little like the name 
is in error, although it is said that on that same date, 
about three hundred years earlier, the Mayflower Compact was 
signed, so the celebration may be entirely in order. There 
is enough of the military spirit here that the parade will 
be in the nature of a military display. Even Dr. Roman has 
come out openly with his "Help England short of—NOTHING-!" 

I had hoped to see you again before you left, but that 
flu I had the day I was at your home got me down and kept me 
in bed part or all of every day for three weeks. Never did 
I realize how weak a big man can get from a few small germs. 

My one fear, when I learned how sick I was while over there, 
was that some member of your family had contracted it from 
me. I do hope not. My own group, even the family, escaped. 

This next Friday, I shall give the last of my lecture 
series at the Vermont Square Church. My experience this 
fall should cheer you up, in view of the small groups you 
had, for my crowds have dwindled from about 350 or 400 to 
not more than about fifty. Even a good talk (that is brag¬ 
ging!) on South America drew a mighty forty-five. "People 
who usually come to hear talks there seem afraid that 
their presence will be misunderstood. In a few cases, there 
is a changed point of view, in others there is a slight 
shift in sympathy, but in many there is simple fear of any 
and every meeting where the matter of America's attitude will 
be discussed, I am gettimg in some mighty good blov/s for 
peace, but they come in incidentally and without too much 
advertising. That may not be the best way, but it is one 
that I have long used with success. 

When you are on your way home, let me know and we shall 
see what can be done about the typewriter. I did not forget, 
but being in bed kept me from doing so many things I had hoped 
to get out of the way. 

You are busy, and I know it, so do not try to answer 
this. Just keep me informed, from time to time, on how you 
are getting along and when you will be in and about here. 

And in the meantime, you know that you have my every good 
wish for your continued success.

Niagara Falls, Nov. 10 — 
America needs to shake itself 
loose from a war scare that never 
had any basis in fact, Kirby Page 
said tonight, \ in addressing an 
Armistice Sunday service at the 
First Methodist Church in LaSalle, 
quoting Gen. Hugh Johnson, and 
others that the possibility of an 
invasion of this country by either 
Europeans or Asiatic powers was 
prepost roue. 

Germany's temporary empire has 
simply meant an adding of one 
economically ruined country after 
another; an “annexing of hatreds 
and revenges," and that “the more 
she spreads over the continent, the 
more vulnerable she makes her¬ 
self." Probably the Nazis are much 
nearer economic collapes than any¬ 
one suspects, he declared. Even 
less thought should be given Japan, 
the speaker said, for “she is spread 
all over Asio." 

“But the false scare has been 
used to frighten us into an addi¬ 
tional expenditure of fifteen billion 
dollars and a conscription pro¬ 
gram," he declared, asking, “are 
we going to let it cost us democ¬ 
racy also?" 

Dr. Page, an ordained minister 
of Church of Christ, Disciples, 
came to the city under sponsorship 
of the peace section of the Atned- 
can Friends Service Committee 
and the Niagara Peace Council.

The meeting last Thursday■ at Friends Select School was indeed inspiring - 
the courteous and untiring seal of the leader and the marvellous spirit of the 
young people under fire. 

It was remarkable that Dr. MacCallum would consent to come when he felt 
so little sympathy 'with our point of view. It does not matter much what names we 
are called except that it indicates a fatal attitude on the part of the majority 
of our countrymen. Perhaps now you wish to confine your appeal to the religious 
argument alone; yet in order to answer such speakers as Dr. MacCallum on what 
might seem to him more "realistic" grounds, and also for the sake of all young 
men to whom the killing of their fellowraen is abhorrent, and for the sake of 
all society whether so-called Good or Bad, I wish that it were possible for you 
to add the scientific argument to the religious. Men know that they dare not 
violate scientific laws whereas they are apt to think that there is nothing 
imperative about the teachings of Religion - it is just as you like. Take it, 
or leave it. 


^ I do feel that the nonpacifists have a case against us when they ac- 
cuse of having no program for the peaceful settlement of the problems which thie 
war was planned to meet. If pacifists asked no exemption whatever, no parents 
could feel resentful at seeing their sons dying for Democracy, and we reaping 
the benefits , which of course, we might assure them there could not be, since 
the building of Democracy is dependent upon the observance of certain definite 
laws, everyone of which War and the preparation for War violates. 


Isn't It possible to go beyond passive resistance, and to fight for 
Democracy and Civilization on a religious-scientific foundation? I am not so 
fortunate as to possess any of your books although T have seen by glancing over 
them that there is a wealth of' evidence there for the proving of the elementary 
principles of the Science of Social Peace. I am happy to say that there is now 
one where I am living that I can and will make use of. Indeed I think it may help 
to solve a very serious problem o : " mine: If I ; op unab le to have printed the evi¬ 
dence ‘which I have collected, I could use imction with ny study out¬ 

line for the science, which would have financial value for your work. 

'When we study the laws of life as the great thinkers and observers 
throughout the ages have described them, we cun arrive at laws as imperative for 
society as the laws of physics for bridge building. Herbert Hoover and several 
engineers have forecast such a science for the control of society - it but reinforce 
all that Jesus taught. Some people can understand one language and some another.But 
years ago Herbert Spencer quoted Dr. Thomas Huxley as saying that Science and Relig¬ 
ion are twin sisters. The separation of either from the other will mean the death 
of both. Science prospers as it is religious and religion flourishes in proportion 
to the scientific depth and firmness of its basis. Has Religion discovered its sci¬ 
entific foundation? Is there ary possibility of its being thoroughly convincing un¬ 
til it does. I wish that I had thought to say in answer to Dr, MacCallum that among 











human beings endowed with vast power of creating destructive implements, Love 
is the only possible Law of Self-preservation. 

You are so close to the science -{I supposes you have not consciously made 
use of the scientific method)- with all this marvellous material that you have 
assembled, it would seem to me that you would have to take but the slightes 
fraction of a step to double the strength of your religious appeal by reference 
to the scientific foundation of society. 


If the time ever comes when you are actually stopped from speaking about the 
C.O. position, then you might be able to crusade for a religious-scientific So¬ 
ciety after the war, if Indeed there is anything left or. us. I wish you woula ^ 
have a class.for the scientific study of religion instead of on soc lalism-which 
I suppose cannot come to be our social theory until we do have an ethical found¬ 
ation for society. 


Some time back I sent you u program for the pacifists which T hopen might 
be acted upon in time to counteract the war progr.rtm, but it now seems too late. 
You may recognize it in tills pamphlet in which I have tried to express in the 
most compressed form the general outlines of the science. It leads right back 
to the tiro greatest commandments you will see; and I might say that _-^h a no 
idea that I was on the track of anything when I simply tried to justny a 
procedure that I was using in the assembling of history material for young 
children - cultural history for the cultivation of attituo.ee conducive to in¬ 
ternational, inter-class, interracial, inter-religious understanding and ac¬ 
tive sympathy. As I have tried to indicate,the formula for the selection 01 
history material, turned out to be the Composite of the recommendations ot jm. ^ 
welfare experts working for the cure or prevention of their particular problems.

Unless the people of the United States act now, six or seven millions in 
Europe may die of famine and pestilence this winter* Yet our department of Agric¬ 
ulture reveals a state of tension due to the necessity of getting rid of some three 
hundred million dollars worth of food surpluses before another crop is harvested* 

As Clarence Pickett, executive secretary of the American Friends Service > 

Committee points out, H The greatest danger facing the world today in my judgement 
i3 that we shall fight to preserve civilization by methods which, in themselves, 
seek to destro y the very values which we profess to cherish. I cannot imagine 
large-ecale starvation, occuring as the result of a blockade, accompanied by a 
deepening sense of human worth. - - - If the present situation is allowed to go 
on though the winter, we shall see, not only in beligerant countries, but in 
our own land and every other land the deepening of hatreds and bitterness to an 
incredible degree* We dhall see the lessening of regard for human life. We shall 
S-ee the scramble for human existence reducing people to primitive if not cannibal¬ 
istic practices. I speak advisedly for this has happened in our own day, 11 

That food will get to its predetermined destinations i3 assurred usby Richard 
Roberts, Adolf Keller, and other prominent Christians who have just returned from 
studies of conditions in Germany and other European countries, as well as the 
daily experiences of the American Friends Service Committee at work in these lands* 

But should net attempts bo made even if it is doubtful that food will get through 
English or German authorities? "Must the will of God be ignored if the war office 
objects to its fulfillment! M challenges Muriel Lester* 

There is need, then, for immediate positive action. Here is a plan in which 
every pacifist can participate. It is constructive; it shows the willingness of 
pacifists to sacrifice for peace, and it will bring before the public a positive 
alternative to war. Although evolved only last week, Muriel Lester, E. Stanley 
Jones, Dan West, and other prominent pacifists are enthusiastically backing it* It 
will arouse the moral conscience of the nation to its Christian resonsibility of 
feeding starving Europe. 

On Saturday morning, December 21, a group of pacifists will gather at 
Lancaster, Fa. to begin a "FOOD MARCH TO THE SEA"* Fulling carts and wagons, this 
gather food along its route to New York. Increased public support of current plans 
to release ships should soon make possible the shipment of the food. But according 
to Miss Lester, the real success of the plan will depend upon the Christian attitude 
patience, and sacrifice shown by the marchers rather than on the apparent outcome* 

Only those should join who feel themselves capable of meeting with love and non¬ 
violence those, who through misunderstanding may ridicule and present physical 
opposition to the project* The strenuous march will involve many hardships. First- 
aid and luggage trucks will accompany the marchers* Come prepared with warm clothes, 
blankets, eating utensils, etc. Each marcher is requested to bring with him a let¬ 
ter from some prominent person* ministers preferred, qualifying him as a Christian 
pacifist* Sleeping will generally be in churches or barns# If you know of favor¬ 
able sleeping places, please suggest to them the possibility of harboring the group 
for an evening and have them communicate with us. 

This program involves many of the sacrifices of war, even los 3 of jobs, ed¬ 
ucation and happy family relations, but it may be the last voluntary, effective 
sacrifice we can make to point out clearly that thi3 is first of all not a war 
between England and Germany, but a struggle of humanity against the outrages of 
war in which we must all take the 3ide of humanity. If we really believe in the 
power of Love as shown by J03U3, v/e will completely lose our 3 olve 3 in the work 
of feeding Eumpe. Military victories will be insignificant in comparison*

Carol is a little girl now that she is two. She chatters 
constantly and is forever busy with some important project. Often 
she takes all her babies and their daddies (she's mama to them all) 
on the Choo-Choo train to see "Oampa". The train is a group of chairs 
pushed together,big blocks, or most anything else handy. She can 
spell and write three words: Candy, Daddy and Carol. Of course she 
has many other accomplishments—-Just come and ses them! 

It would take a book to write what we are thinking these days. 
Anne Lindberg's "Wave of the Future perhaps says it as well as 
anythi ng we have read of late, although it has been said often 
before as witness Tennyson: 

"The old order changeth,giving place to new. 

And God fulfills himself in many ways 
Lest one good custom should corrupt the world. " 

If you haven't had the opportunity to read Anne Lindberg's 
though provoking little book, here are a few paragraphs that seemed 
particularly to the point to us: 

"The wave of the future is coming and there is no fighing it. 
What is our course to be? Shall we leave our own troubles and 

crusade abroad? Are we afraid , not only of German bombers but also 
of change, of responsibility, of growing up? Are we afraid of 
paying the price of peace? For peace has a price as well as war. 

The price ol peace is to be a strong nation, not only physically 
but also morally and spiritually. It is to-build up not only a 
Static strength, but a strength of growth, reform, and change. 

For only in growth, reform and change, paradoxically enough, is 
true security to be found. 

"We have been a nation who looked forward to new ideals, 
not back to old legends. A nation who preferred peioneering new 
new paths to following old ruts; a nation who pinned its faith on 
dreams rather than on memories. Surely, among all the nations 













of the world It could best be sung of us: 


* We are the music makers 

And we are the dreamers of dreams* 

And as the poem goes on to say: 

•Each age is a dream that is dying 
Or one that is coming to birth 1 


"We,unhappily, are living in a hiatus between two dreams. 

We have waked from one and have not yet started on the other. 

We still have our eyes,our minds, our hearts, on the dream that 
is dying-- ^ow beautiful it was, tinting the whole sky crimson 
as it fades into the west/ Is it not,perhaps, America's mission to 
find "the dream that is coming to birth ? 

"It is a tremendous challenge-- this challenge to bring a dream 
to birth in a war like world; to work out in moderadtion what 
the rest of the world is fighting out in bloodshed, intolerance, 
and hate. The task before us may mean sacrifice of selfish 
interests; it may mean giving up part of the ease of living 
and the high standards we have been noted for. But it might also 
mean a heightening of more important standards that are not 
material. It might mean a gain in spirit, in vigor, and in 
self-reliance, for which no price could be too high. The prospect 
of applying to reform at home the same spirit those nations 
abroad are applying to war, should not discourage us. We have 
faced as difficult ordeals before in our history. We should go 
out to meet such a test of our system, our beliefs, and our faiths, 
rejoicing, " as a strong man to run a race. " " 

In her opening page there is an account of an ancient Roman poet 
who, seeing the "old order changing" wrote a long poem about the 
difficulty of seeing clearly among the old truths and the new truths. 

In It he said: 


"And there fore whoso seeks the truth 

Shall find in no wise peace of heart. n

Dear Friend: 1 

After several false starts and innumerable good re¬ 
solutions, we herewith inflict upon you the short and simple 
annals of the Feys in 1940. Christmas is thundering aownupon 
us and we want to make at least a gesture of affection to you 
and to say, however inadequately, a word of Christinas greeting 
to all those whose enriching friendship makes our own response 
seem so small. 

This has been an eventful year for us. On its first 
day Harold addressed a letter to The Christian Century, accept¬ 
ing their offer of a place on the editorial staff of this 
Protestant magazine. The next busy two months were spent in 
rounding out his five years as secretary of The Fellowship of 
Reconciliation and preparing for a visit to the Orient, which 
was started on the first of March. During the spring while her 
husband was on the other side of the world, Golda got our friend¬ 
ly little house in Leonia, New Jersey ready for its next inhabi¬ 
tants, and Russell ground out a successful social season as a 
freshman in Leonia High. We will say nothing about academic 
achievement: that is much improved now. 

When school was ’'out" the last of June the family 
placed our goods in storage and spent the next two months as re¬ 
fugees among the relatives in Indiana and Kansas. While they 
visited at Rushville with the Fey grandparents, another exile, 
Willkie by name, came to the same town. A family reunion In 
Oneida, Kansas brought all the former Conwell girls, including 
Golda Conwell Fey, the oldest, home with their husbands and mul¬ 
tiplying children. Harold, who had returned from his wanderings 
meanwhile, could not be present as he was getting his Initiation 
to printer's ink in Chicago. The summer, though strenuous, added 
pounds to Russell (he's now around 150) and inches (he's now 
5 ft. 10 In.) and to Connie, bloom in her cheeks and knowledge 
of why hens cackle and cows moo. If they doo. 

House hunting in Chicago was a job. We covered this 
great city from Dan to Beersheba, which means the thirty miles 
between Winnetka and Beverly Hills, In the hot days of late 
August, and ended up in an apartment near where we started at 
the University of Chicago. It was painful to learn that rentals 
are 25$ higher than in New York and that the cost of moving this 
distance by truck at the new Interstate commerce rates is more 








than your goods are worth. However, we are comfortably located 
and find that apartment living has a civilizing influence which 
has its compensations if the neighbors are patient. Furthermore, 
the intellectual atmosphere is stimulating. The University 
Church of the Disciples, which we attend, has many University 
people in it. Recently Dr. and Mrs. Morrison introduced us to 
a number of University leaders at dinner in their home. In time 
we hope to get enough leisure to take a few courses and extend 
both our knowledge and acquaintance. 

Russell is liking high school here and is making 
good grades. The Hyde Park High is pretty large, and it takes 
time to find one's v/ay around among 4,000 students, but it can 
be done. Connie will be starting to kindergarten soon. ' We 
miss the monthly visits we could make in New Jersey to Gordon 
at Vineland Training School, but Harold is visiting him before 
Christmas and Golda's sister Lois also reports to us how he is 
getting on. He has been in good health this winter and is grow¬ 
ing rapidly. 

One of the nice things about Chicago is that it is 
the crossroads of the Nation. Several of our friends have 
already delighted us by stopping over with us when they were in 
town. Come and do likewise. We have an extra room in our house 
and a big welcome in our hearts. So remember that the latch¬ 
string is out at 5738 Kenwood Avenue (DORchester 7590). In 
the meantime, our heartiest Christmas greetings. 


Harold's 1940 Visit to Asia 

A journey to Asia, which covered over 30,000 miles 
and consumed over four months of time, was undertaken by me as 
a preparation for my work as Field Editor of the Christian 
Century. Four mission boards contributed about one fourth of 
the expenses of the journey, a number of individuals and groups 
another fraction and the remainder was underwritten by pledges 
for articles for various magazines. The Christian Century 
started my salary two months before I returned, which enabled 
my family to survive. 

During the journey I visited Japan, occupied China, 
Free China, Burma and India. In Bombay, which was my "farthest 
out", I was already more than half way around the world, but 
the Mediterranean was already closed to non-military traffic and 
I had Intended to return via the Pacific anyway. While I skirted 
the fringes of a full scale war is Asia, even there the eyes of 
the world were focussed on the amazing developments of the spring 
and summer in Europe. In both Japan and China, their own war, 
already a tale too many times told, was crowded off the front 
pages by the blitzkreig in Norway, Denmark, Holland, Belgium and 
France. It was not a good time to travel for people who were 












not looking for trouble, and I had something else in mind* I 
wanted to see what was happening to the Christian enterprise in 
an area where it had been greatly tested and where its future 
was very uncertain. 

Over 7,000 miles of the total journey was made by 
air, which made it possible for me to cover great distances and 
at the same time have nearly all my time for actual investigation 
I flew into Chungking, over the Japanese lines, then from that 
remote capital, down over the Burma ro’ad into Rangoon, thence 
into India. Climatic changes were quick and severe. For example 
one cold morning, clad In my overcoat, with my heaviest undergar¬ 
ments standing me in good stead, I got into a plane in West China 

Riding through the cold stretches of the upper atmosphere, with 
snow-capped mountains far below, we flew southward, to drop, late 
in the afternoon, down Into the tropic heat of Rangoon, where 

orchids bloomed in the shade of waving palms, and where overcoats 

and heavy undergarments were distinctly a nuisance to a man 
struggling with customs declarations and unwinding the other in¬ 
terminable red tape of travel. 


Exercise for Spiritual Pores 

The changes in the spiritual climate were equally 
sudden and profound. From the warm welcome of Gandhi's ashram 
at Sevagram in India to the chilly suspicion of Japanese military 
sentries; from the glowing friendship of missionaries to the 
drastic questioning of a naval spy; from the friendly greeting of 
a distinguished reception committee to the frozen finality of an 
arrest for forbidden photography---s\ich changes provided a great 
deal of exercise for one's spiritual pores. While opportunities 
for such travel are no longer open, it is not to be recommended 
as a form of relaxation until the world calms down. 

The biggest impression of the months was the heroism 
of -the missionaries in China and Japan against the background of 
tragedy of war. The next was how much the boundaries of inter¬ 
national understanding had shrunk in the decade since I had 
visited the Orient. Finally, the thing I shall never forget Is 
how Gandhi and' Nehru, living, in this breakdown of the inter** 
national community, face the inevitable changes with unshakable 
confidence, assurance and goodwill because they have learned a 
way in which to work for justice without hatred* for freedom 
without lessening their respect and affection fqr those whom they 
oppose, for democracy without overthrowing democracy by the 
methods they use in its defense. Of all the great and near-great 
men I met on this journey to the end of the world, these two men 
meant the most.to me because they "spoke to my condition" and I 
believe., to the condition of the world.

X have your letter of December 11, which X have read with very great Interest. 

I don*t for a moment regard your decision to register under the ooeditions worked out 
in cooperation with Charles Sees and others as M a surrender of principle" or as "a be¬ 
trayal of the cause 41 . X am Mire that there will be few if any people in the pacifist 
movement,who will regard your action la this li^ht. One of the nost encouraging things 
about the situation in the pacifist movement at the present tine Is that there is ne 
tendency on the part of persons who are conscientiously led to follow a certain course 
to regard themselves as more orthodox* oouragooue and faithful pacifists than those who 
are led by conscience to fellow a different ©curse. Unbroken fellowship is being main¬ 
tained in the movement despite such differences. Sor have I found any disposition to 
think that men who changed their course of action were betraying their principles. There 
is a general recognition that the fact that^i person who once took a certain position 
ought not to become something like a fetish, so that on the baste of farther light, and 
further development of new elrcumstanoee, he cannot alter his course. In any event* whan 
one has once made a decision* it is not much good to spend time regretting it or going 
all over the whole ground again and again. One should than face the future* which will 
provide plenty of opportunities for elear thinking and demands for courageous and sacri¬ 
ficial action. 

Trusting that X have made this thoroughly elear and that you will realise fh.it 
I have a sense of quite unbroken fellowship with yon* I want to go on to state frankly 
some of my own reflections on the situation. 2 made no effort to persuade people to 
tske the non-registrant position and purposely refrained from making my own position 
public until after Registration Day. As far as I Min recall la the cases where I gave 
specific advice* it was that the Individuals concerned should register, because I was net 
certain that they were at the stage of intellectual and spiritual development to taka the 
non-regiBtrmt position, or for some other reason. I do feel, however, that in the case 
of aen who had once taken the position and adhered to It for some time* It was a question¬ 
able procedure for pacifists to seek to persuade them to change their position. It does 
to a certain eztent raise questions In people's minds as to the stability and persistence 
of pacifists when they publicly take a certain position and then appear to back away from 
It* X am inclined to think that If there is good reason why cider pacifists should do 
the utmost to avoid unduly influencing young men to take the non-registrant position, 
thers is equally good reason why older paolfists whould not seek to influence then unduly

It is a disappointment not to be able to come with the FOR group 
to your home Secember 28,- a great disappointment, since one always 
gets new perspective , realism and initiative out of contact with you. 

But I have to go north to a conference at that time, 

T>,is is to ask if you would mind our sending Dr Fry or some such 
representative of the new effort (being organized into a committee) to 
befriend recent Jewish newcomers to Los Angeles and to Southern California, 

As you probable know, several of these are liberal and not at all inclined 
if given a chance to be ingrowing; many are Christian. Already D r Fry 
tells my wife they are becoming, howew r, pushed into a little 
segregated oommunit.v of their own like the M u lattoes. Anyway there is a special 
urgency in our facing the problem which obliged us to allocate individual 
families to individual FOR families who will simply act toward them 
as a sort of big brother or friend and not in any way as a dispenser of 
"charity," Y 0 u see the point. What I would like from you is simpfy a word on 
a postcard if it is all right to send Dr Fry or some representative such as 
Ramond Booth, the new Quaker resoresentative out here, to present the idea 
briefly before your group, I don't want to invi>e anyone unless it has your 
expressed wish back of the invitation. 

T^e other reason for writing you is to send you this from William Law: "There is but 
one salvation for all mankind and that is the Lpfe of God in the soul. God has but 
one design or intent towards all mankind, and that is to intrdduoe or generate His own 
Lifer, Light and Spirit in them. This is God's will to allChr1stinns, Jews and Heathens. 
They are all equally the desire of His heart; His light oontinuallv waits for an 
entrance into all of them..When therefore the first spark of a desire after God arises 
in thy soul, cherish it with all thy care, give all thfty heart fckkkk into it; it is 
nothing less thanthe atftikkkltkakkkkkkk touch of the divine lofts stone that is to draw 
thee out of the vanity of time into the riches of eternity."

Following a lively discussion partici¬ 
pated in by students present, the group 
provided more than 25 New Testaments to 
be given at this Christmas season to the 
migrants.

Members of the Board of Deacons are at each door at the conclusion of the service, to extend to you the 
greetings of the Minister and the Church. Building Guides await you in the Patio, anticipating the pleasure of 
taking you on a twenty-minute tour of the building. The Ushers remain at their posts to answer your questions 
or direct you to various points in the building—the Church Office, the Cloister where the Minister’s sermons are 
sold, the Patio where the Building Guides assemble, or the Shatto Chapel where those who wish to unite with the 
Church may meet the Membership Committee. 


Education for Peace 

This plan, prepared by the Minister of Education, 
Dr. Ralph C. Waddell, at the request of the Church 
Council, and presented here in summary form, is to 
be considered at the meeting of the Church Council, 
January S. 

Because of the nature of the Christian gospel and the 
present conditions which challeng'e it, all Christians should he 
earnestly concerned to explore the possibilities for the de¬ 
velopment of such constructive attitudes, programs, and poli¬ 
cies that will hasten the coming of a just and permanent 
peace. 

Such a program of exploration and study might well in¬ 
clude the following elements and emphases: (1) Consideration 
of the essential nature of the Christian faith in its hearing 
on war and peace. (2) Study of the basic causes of war: 
political, economic, psychological, and of methods for the 
elimination of these causes. (3) Study of constructive plans 
fcY the planetary organization of mankind, such as federal 
union, league of nations, economic cooperation, and the like. 

(4) Sympathetic consideration of the problem of Christian 
youth, trained in our churches in the ideals of peace and 
goodwill and now faced with the demand of their government 
that they prepare for war. (5) Encouragement of Christian 
attitudes towards all persons, races, and nations, including 
those whom we may count as our enemies ; encouragement 
to attitudes of penitence for our share of responsibility for 
world conditions that lead in the direction of war. (6) 
Study of the ecumenical church movement and cooperation 
with the World Council of Churches in the maintenance of 
bonds uniting Christians of all nations, even across the har¬ 
riers of war. (7) Study of the modern Christian missionary 
movement as one of the major contributing factors toward 
world peace and brotherhood. (8) Wholehearted and vigor¬ 
ous participation in a ministry of mercy to the victims 
of war. 

Recognizing the fact that our Church through its present 
prograjji is already educating for peace, we suggest the ex¬ 
tension of our program on the general principle that no 
new groups or organizations need be established, but rather 
that present groups and organizations of the Church should 
integrate a constructive emphasis on peace into their pres¬ 
ent activities. Specifically, we recommend: 

(1) That th e Adult Department of the Church School 
through its Adult Bible Class present a course on the teach¬ 
ing of the Bible with regard to peace and war. 

(2) A series of pre-Lenten presentations at the Wed¬ 
nesday Evening Dinners, along the lines suggested above. 

(3) That the College of Life consider the possibility of 
courses along these lines. 

(4) That the Women’s Association sponsor a class in this 
field, perhaps including it as one of its new Interest Groups. 

(5) That the Church School and the Graded Churches 
study the possibilities of an emphasis on peace in their pro¬ 
grams and curricula and integrate specific units on missions 
or peace into their programs. 

(6) That all groups and organizations of the Church be 
asked to present to their members the appeal of the 
Committee for Assistance to War Victims, appointed by the 
General Council of the Congregational Christian Churches 
and indorsed by this Council. 

(7) _ Cooperation with the Missionary Commitee of our 
Extension Board, Mr, Wickes, Chairman, taking advantage 
of literature and plans recommended by the Committee. 

It is suggested, further, that the period from New Year's 
to Ash Wednesday be set apart as a period in our Church 
life for special emphasis upon this whole problem of peace 
and war.

Tomorrow "being Yew Year’s clay, I wish 
you a useful and joyous year with many' more to cone, you ’and 
yours i 

It seems I heard yon say you were publishing a book about this 
time, and I wish you would be kind enough to write your name 
in a cony for me, send it, end let me have the bill, lY&s it 
to be on Prayer? 

I would like to know if you are coming E a st any time soon, and 
would appreciate a little conference with you if you, are in 
Yew York City, Also, it is barely possible my church would 
li ke to invito you. to be with us for an address, or even a 
series (although I doubt this latter). People merely sleep in 
Yew Jersey it seems, and work in Yew York, so there is not a 
great deal of community spirit. 

There are two things I would like to write you about at this 
moment: 


First, it seems to me that you ought to be one of the half-dozen 
religious leaders in the United States who would be interested 
in Yorld Community. Some months ago, I v/rote you s.bout contribut¬ 
ing a sermon for a book I intended to publish — a book of ser¬ 
mons on Yorld Community* I understood you were busy with a, book 
of your own, and so didn't write any more. Moreover, I had quite 
an attack of sciatica, and was put out of the running for months. 
Yow, I'm back on the job again. You have doubtless received my 
little bulletins, The Yorld Op:.Tkuiity , for you sent me a sub¬ 
scription. You know the general theme being stressed* Apparently 
there are few if any such publications in existence; that is, 
devoted to a fellowship that transcends even religion. The main 
libraries are asking me for It, and I'm told it fills a nitche 
not filled by other periodicals. Inclosed is the October issue. 
Yow, Yirby, it just seems to me that you must be one to write a 
sermon on Yorld C ommunity which can be published with those from 
Harry Fosdick, John Haynes Holmes, et al. The latter sa.id to me 
the other day that it would be a very easy thing for him to do; 
that he ought to preach such a. sermon, and that he would give it 
to me for publication! that he thought nothing was more effective 
sometimes than a volume of sermons, all of which sounds right.

Ill ere will be about fifteen, and they ought to be a-jro:~imotely

turned to others to do such things for you as in the instance 
of ^decent Gains in American Civilisrtion 11 , where John hev/ey, 

Stuart Chase, end a do sen others contributed essays* You ought 
to give me this encouragement, not to mentio n the intrinsic 
value of such a contribution as you, would moke. T l te worked 
against physical, social, other odds all my life that have been 
terrific at times and 1 expect to have no let-up. Sou that I 
escaped my exile to an ecclesiastical Siberia, I want to use 
what little influence and what few brains and what other re¬ 
sources I may fe&ye, here in the East, to get something done 
while there is yet opportunity. The being of on errand-boy for 
the church and going on eternally v-ith ecclesiastical knitting 
makes me feel I must broach out in some way, or lose my soul. 

There could not be anything more important, in my humble opinion 
than to help form the foundation for the kingdom of God on this 
earth — the psychological foundation, the social, political, 
religious foundation. So I *m publishing The world Community 
every month, and want to get out this volume of sermons, and hope 
to do other things. X simply emit take a negative answer to my 
rermest for a s arm on from, Kirby Page ! And, moreover, I think 
this appeal is coming from Above# You can 1 1 sag/ Fo, to God. 

The second thing relate*, to a mere confirmation of whot you 1 vc 
already indie;, ted; that is, given your consent to being a Member 
of a sort of advisory committee for the h orld Community Ilovement. 

1 1 ve hfd some s tat ‘ on cry printed, as per the inclosed copy, md 
wont to odd the names of world conscious leaders so as to give 
a little prestige to the enterprise* Yh.cn this list is com¬ 
pleted, I shell expect to go to one of the radio cfasins and try 
to obtain time for the discussion by qualified persons of the 
idea of ■.! orld C omvunity. Obviously, it is out of the question 
for me to crash in on any locrl station, certainly any national 
chain of stations, and ask for time for some outstanding speaker 
v’ithout some sort of baching end indorsement, bo T went to get 
twenty or forty or one hundred outstanding people in this country 
perhaps in other lands, too, to let their names be xxsed. There 
will be no legal or financial res oncibility in your so doing, 

Ey setting up The Inter-Religious 0 oremittee for Justice For 
Thomas J. Mooney, and writing a pamphlet for Tom of which there 
were some 150,000 copies distributed in California, there is no 
question but that there was released a power on behalf of his 
pardon. Portions of that pamphlet were re-printed in The Con¬ 
gressional Record, and have been quoted very ‘widely. You gave me

*larger than the one at mark Ridge xwhere I found a pastor to exelm nge 
with me at Pocatello), petitioned for my appointment here at lyndhurst 
and there seems to be progress these past 3 months; for example we have 
1G0 now pi edges, wnd 40 old subscribers hove raised theirs this new 
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fiscrl year so that we have a reasonable expectation of income 
for current expenses of nore than £5p kbovenlnst year, Y;hen 
v/e came Hast, letters mere written from Pocatello and elsewhere 
saying that I was a dangerous radical and that it would he the 
death of any church to hove me — all of which issued from 
Rosewood church, Los Angeles, initially, and from our experience 
there, although of course tre had trouble in Pocatello because of 
being strangely of the opinion that the religion of Jesus had hi 
least^some application to life in this world- Hew Jersey is 
proverbially Republican (Northern ITev; Jers'ey, in particular), 
and my church here is made up of this group almost lOQjo. Yet we 
get along, or have thus far; and at Park Ridge, they were devoted 
to us, if this isnjt too immodest to write. But I told, you of 
my experiences at Rosewood, and counseled with you as to irhat to 
do, especially because you knew Bishop *E steer and the only 1 way he 
knew me was through Leonard Oscloli (not the "only 11 way, but the 
principal way -#hile at Eosev/ood, where my troubles really set in) 

I don f t know what your experience has been in serving churches, 
and I ] m not making wholesale condemnation of their institutionalism, 
but I wonder how long you would last as a settled pastor of a churda. 

You know when you were in Pocatello with me, the newspaper printed 
on the front page a demand that I make a public apology to the 
community, apology for having you there I God works in mysterious 
ways His wonders to perform, and maybe that was all in the 11 cards 11 
so we would come East, And maybe &ou has even something for even me. 

If I understand the mind of Christ, the one thing that is important 

is Ti orlu Community. So won 1 1 you read over the inclosed copy of 

the October issue of Tine YTorld Community very, very carefully, and 

think of the possibility of urr wanting you to write a sermon to 

contribute to The Great Debate, something that would have its 

echoes and reverberations in the churches all over the land. For 

whet in the world is to become of humanity if we do not find ways 

and means to create a set of acceptances, a "general will 11 on a, 

world-wide scale, a consciousness of our common kin and interests?
